Dear Mr. Jordan:

We represent State Senator C. Ellis Black. An executed Designation of Counsel
form is attached. This letter is Senator Black’s response to the complaint filed by Lisa
M. Ring (“the Complainant”) against Congressman Buddy Carter, his federal committee,
Buddy Carter for Congress (“BCC”), Congressman Carter’s former state Senate
committee, and several Georgia state campaign committees, including Senator Black
(“the Complaint”).

On June 6, 2017, Senator Black requested a 45-day extension of time to respond.
We understand that only a 30-day extension was permitted. This response is filed
within that timeframe.

The Complainant is the Bryan County, Georgia Democratic Party Chair; she filed
the complaint just a few weeks before she announced her intention to run against
Congressman Carter in 2018 for Georgia’s First Congressional District. The
Complainant raises a completely baseless claim against Senator Black and Congressman
Carter. In a nutshell, she asserts — without any basis whatsoever other than the timing
of contributions (which is insufficient, as discussed below) that Congressman Carter’s
state Senate campaign made an unlawful contribution to Senator Black’s state Senate
campaign and that Senator Black’s State House campaign made an unlawful
contribution to Congressman Carter’s Congressional campaign. Both statements are
false.

As shown below, the complaint contains no factual support but is based solely on
speculation and innuendo, which is specifically refuted. There is no legal basis for
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proceeding further, as the Federal Election Commission (the “Commission”) may find
“reason to believe” only if a Complaint sets forth sufficient specific facts, which, if
proven true, would constitute a violation of the Federal Election Campaigh Act (the
“Act”). See 11 CFR § 111.4(a), (d). Unwarranted legal conclusions from asserted facts or
mere speculation will not be accepted as true. See MUR 4960, Commissioners Mason,
Sandstrom, Smith and Thomas, Statement of Reasons (Dec. 21, 2001). Moreover, the
Commission will dismiss a complaint when the allegations are refuted with sufficiently
compelling evidence. See id. For all these reasons, the complaint should be
immediately dismissed.

Contrary to the Complainant’s assertions, the facts are as follows: From 2006 to
2014, Senator Black served in the Georgia House of Representatives. During part of that

‘time (2006-2010), one of his colleagues in the Georgia House was Congressman Carter.

In 2010, Congressman Carter ran for and was elected to the Georgia State Senate. In
March 2014, Congressman Carter qualified to run for Georgia’s First Congressional
District. After prevailing in a primary runoff in July 2014, he was elected to Congress in
November 2014.

In 2014, Senator Black also elected to run for a different office. He qualified to
run for State Senate District 8 in March 2014 and was elected to that position in
November 2014.

Thus, in 2014, both Senator Black and Congressman Carter had opted to run for
different offices. However, both still had excess funds in the campaign accounts for
their then-current offices (State House — Black and State Senate — Carter). Under
Georgia law, those excess contributions can only be disposed in one of these ways: (1) to
a charitable organization as defined by 26 U.S.C. §170(c) as that statute existed on
March 1, 1986 and additionally may include educational, eleemosynary, and nonprofit
organizations; (2) to any national, state, or local political party or to any candidate, with
the exception of the future campaigns of the contributing candidate for a different office;
(3) to any contributor to the campaign so long as the refund does not exceed the amount
that contributor gave; and (4) to repay a prior campaign obligation incurred by the
candidate. O.C.G.A. §21-5-33(b) (2008). As the disclosure report attached at Tab 1
shows, Senator Ellis had sufficient campaign funds to render those funds “excess” and
therefore, his campaign’s contribution to Congressman Carter’s Congressional campaign
was permissible under state law. Furthermore, while the Complainant contends there
wasn't an “accounting” done to ensure that there were sufficient personal contributions
in accounts including Senator Black’s, a review of Senator Black’s disclosure report at
the time of the contribution shows the campaign clearly had sufficient personal
contributions to make the $500 contribution to Congressman Carter’s Congressional
campaign.

The Complainant, however, falsely asserts that Congressman Carter made
earmarked contributions to his Congressional campaign through a “conduit scheme”
with Senator Black and others, resulting in illegal transfers to the Carter Congressional
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campaign 11 CFR § 110.3(d). Such contentions are wrong, as a matter of both fact and
law.

A contribution is earmarked only when there is “a designation, instruction, or
encumbrance, whether direct or indirect, express or implied, oral or written, which
results in all or any part or a contribution or expenditure being made to, or expended on
behalf of, a clearly identified candidate or a candidate’s authorized committee.” 11 CFR §
110.6(b). In the past, the Commission has determined that contributions were
earmarked when there was clear documentary evidence demonstrating a designation or
instruction by the donor. See MURs 4831/5274 (Nixon) (finding contributions were
earmarked where checks contained express designations on memo lines); see also, MUR
5732 (Matt Brown for U.S. Senate), MUR 5520 (Republican Party of Louisiana/Tauzin),
MUR 5445 (Davis), MUR 4643 (Demacratic Party of New Mexico) (rejecting earmarking
allegations where there was no evidence of a clear designation, instruction, or
encumbrance by the doner), and MUR 5125 (Perry) (finding no earmarking because the
complaint contained only bare allegations of earmarking, but showed no designation,
instruction or encumbrance). The Commission has rejected earmarking claims even
where the timing of the contributions at issue appeared to be a significant factor, but the
contributions lacked a clear designation or instruction. See MUR 5445 (Davis) and MUR
4643 (Democratic Party of New Mexico).

In this case, the Complainant provides no support whatsoever that the Carter
Senate campaign made the “designations, instructions and encumbrances” required for
a violation of 52 U.S.C. § 30116(a)(8) and 11 CFR § 110.6(b)(1), when making its
contribution to Senator Black. The contribution check from the Carter Senate campaign.
to Senator Black’s campaign did not contain any designations or instructions, and was
not accompanied by any sort of documentation indicating how the contribution should
be used. Moreover, the Carter Senate campaign did not make any other express or
implied, or written or oral instructions or designations to Senator Black or his campaign
when making the contribution. The Complainant's argument rests solely on the timing
of the contributions; this line of reasoning, based exclusively on the timing of
contributions, has been explicitly rejected by the Commission in the numerous
enforcement matters referenced above. See MUR 5445 (Davis) and MUR 4643
(Democratic Party of New Mexico).

Both candidates elected to make contributions from their soon-to-be former
campaign accounts to éther candidates, one of the permitted ways of disposing excess
campaign contributions in Georgia. The fact that they contributed to each other’s new
campaigns is hardly suspicious and is certainly not illegal. They had been colleagues in
the state House; they had both elected to run for new offices; each faced opposition, and,
in fact, Congressman Carter was also in a primary runoff; and, in their new positions,
Congressman Carter’s Congressional District would include Senator Black’s new Senate
District, so they would share constituents. The Supreme Court has made clear that
“government regulation may not target the general gratitude a candidate may feel
toward those whoe support him or his allies.” McCutcheon v. Federal Election Comm'n,
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134 S.Ct. 1434, 1441 (2014) (citing Citizens United v. Federal Election Comm’n, 558 U.

S. 310, 360 (2010)).

In summary, the Complainant charges, without any basis in fact, that there was
an “illegal conduit scheme” between Congressman Carter and others, including Senator
Black. As shown above, that allegation is simply false. There is no evidence of any such

agreement — nor was there such an agreement — between Congressman Carter and
Senator Black.

As a matter of law, the Complainant has completely failed to demonstrate that the
any violation of the Act or the Commission’s regulations. There is no violation of federal
law (nor state law for that matter). Rather, this complaint was filed for the worst
possible reason: the Complainant’s attempt to raise a purported “ethics violation” on the
part of Congressman Carter and hope to advance her campaign that way. The complaint
is based on malicious speculation and frivolous legal theories, with clearly no concern
for the collateral damage to Senator Black and others.

We therefore respectfully request that the Commission recognize the legal and
factual insufficiency of the complaint on its face and immediately dismiss it.
